| wasvetyſtudious. But to let paſſe the ſignif. 
cations of this Booke, I ſaic that Ferranre his 
Sonne bare a worthic Impreſa , which began 
ypon the rebellion of e Marmo di «Harcune 
Duke of Sefſa, and Prince of- Reſſana, who al- 
though he were Colin to the King, notwith- 
| Randing 


of Imopreſes. 
Nariding did confederate with Duke Tohn of 
eAugio,to procure the death of his Lord and 
King being art Parliament : but by meancof 
- his hardinefle and noble courage;the treche- 
rous purpoſe could take no effect. The hitto- 
rie of this cuct remaineth engrauen in Braiſe 
onthe gate of Caſte/nyoro. And afteratime 
Marmo being taken & caltinto priſon, he re- 
ſolued with himſelt not to put him to death; 
ſaying,that he would not embrue his handes 
.in the blood of his owne kindred, ( aibcit he 
were vngratefull)contrary to-the expeCttation 
& will of many his treends, and Counſailers: 
and in token of this his noble mynd and de- 
mencie,he hgured an eArmeluicompaſlied a- 
_ bout with a bancke of dung, with this mor, 
Malo mori quam fadari: being the proper na» 
ture of the Armeluirather to periſhe by hun 
ger and thirſt, then by e{caping through the 
mireto defile het ſelf , and {pot the poliſhed 
white of her precious { kin. 

That alſo of Alshonſz the ſecond his Sonne 
was brave, bat very extrauagant , as being 
compoſed of fillables of the Spaniſh rongne. 
And it was aftet this maner \, that the daie 
drawing nere of the batrcell of (ampo Aforro, 
againſt the Vellerri to exhorte [15 Captaines 
& Souldiers,depaintedjn his Standard three 
diadems of Saints ioyned together,with this 
worde Vater 1 the middeft , to fignifie that 
that day they ovght to thewe their manhood 
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aboue all other : pronouncing it after the 
' Spaniſh maner, Dia dc mas valer:a day of Bred 
ter valure, 
Right notable in trueth was that of Feran- 
dino his Sonne,who being induced with.theſe 
noble and Princely qualities , liberalitie and 
 clemencie , and to ſhewe that theſe qualities 
were of nature & not arte: he figured amoi- 
taine of Dyamants , which growe all as natu- 
rally ofthem (clues, as if they were faſhioned 
by workmanſhip and arte : hauing this mot, 
N atrre non arts 0pm. 
Neither was that leſle commendable of 
King Federiche Vncle to Ferandino , who ſuc- 
ceeded him in his wr $9" ( being by the 
ſparcles Parce,depriued of life )8& _ pol- 
ſeſlion of the Kingdome , becing weakened 
with the late warres, & enfcebliſhed with the 
factions of thoſe of eAn:9x,to aflure the No- 
bilitie of the contrary parte of his fauour, he 
did beare figured in forme, a Booke of ac- 
compres , with leather ſtringes and buckles, 
after the maner of the Bankers bookes, ſet- 
ting for thetitle 1485, & repreſented flames 
of fire to ariſe by the margents of the Booke 
being cloſed, with a mot of the holy Scrip- 
ture:which was this Recedant vetera.To ſhew 
by this his worrhie inuention, that he pardo- 
doned all men thcir miſdeedes and offences 
for thatycarc. And herein he immitated the 
auncient Atherians which made the lawe of 
| | Amneitia; 
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| of Impreſes. 
eAmmeitia : which ſignifieth oblinion or for- 
gettingall which is paſt . Yetthis did little 
rofite the good King Federike . For within 
ne yeres by the ynpreuented confpiracic of 
Ferdmando King of Spaine,with Lewes the 1 2. 
of Fraunce , he was cnforced to abandon his 
Kingdome, and leaue it to theſe two Kinges, 
who deuided it amongſt them. 

There were other Princes of Italic and fa- 
mous Captaines,who delighted to thew their 
concciptes in /repreſe,& ſuch deviſes, amongſt 
the which , was worthely eſteemed thar of 
Franceſco Sforza Duke of Millan (at thattime: 
wherein theſe _ inuentions were not {a 
rite)who hauing taken poſſefſion of the ftate, 
by meanes of the right oft his wife , adore 
Bianca V:ſcont and by force of Armes apeaſed 


 Þ all troubles, cauſcd to. be erbrodered on his

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Coate armour, 2 Mattifte or Greyhoad cron- 
ching on his hinder legges,& ſtanding vp be- 
fore,vnder a Pine tree,with this mor, Curcris 
nemo impune laccſſer , to ſignifie thathe would 
not molelt any man , burthat he was readie, 
to offend, and detend himfelt,if any dared ro 
oppoſe them ſelnes againſt him : whereof ke 
made triall againſt rhe Vezerian Nobilitie, 
(whiles he held quiet the King Renata of 
Pronance ) 1n repreſiing the greedie defire 
which they ſeemed to haue of that ſtate.

Very fayre was the picture to the vewe, but 
yet reputed without a good inuention, being 
without a mot,and hardly vnderſtoode of the 
author himſelfe : wheretore I will not ſtraine 
me with the repeating ofthe diners interpre- 
tations which were g1uen of many , whereof 
fome were vayne and ridiculous. | 
Butyet very learned and of a gallant ſhew, 
was that of his brother Duke Lodowico ( al- 
though too too preſumptuous) who-was, for 
the opinio men had of his wiſdome,on atime 
choſen the Iudge and arbiter of the Peace & 
Warre of Italie, 8& thereup6 he bare the Mul- 
bery tree, (called in Italian Celſo moro) for his 
Impreſa:which as Plinie ſaith, is accounted /a- 
prentiſſima omnium arborum , becauſe it bloo- 
meth late,to auoyde the pinching froſts, and 
ripeneth her fruit very ſoone. As who ſhould 
ſay, he knewe by his wiſdome, what fortune 
the future times would bring.But his wit fat- 
led him when he called the French men into 
Ttalie,to warre againſt the King Alphonſas his 
deadly enemy, which were after the cauſe of 
ruine : and ſo became his great wiſedome to 
dcrifion , ending his life, impriſoned in the 
Towre of Loches in Fraunce, a fit example of 
the miſery and vaineglory ofman. |

Skie,with a calme Sea, & thereon anelt, from 
the middeſt tocither ende ſomewhat reared 
vp of foine high;with the neckes of the birds 
looking ouerthe prowe being of merucilous 
ſtraunge colours, as azure,red,white,preene; 
and yealowe, with this mot aboue them in 
French,N eu ſcayous bien le remps:as'much to 
ſay,as we knowe well the time,when we haue 
ro'giue the onſer on our enemies. *And ſoit 
happely fell out that they returned to their
